Sec. 22. The Board of Directors 
shall then levy an Assessment sufli- 
cient to raise the annual interest on 
the outstanding bonds, and at the ex- 
piration of ten yearsafter the issuing 
of bonds by the Board, must increase 
said assessment for the ensuing ten 
yearsin the following percentage of 
the principal of the whole amount of 
Sade then outstanding, to-wit. For 
the eleventh year, five per cent.; for 
the twelfth year, six per cent.; for the 
thirteenth year, seven per cent.; for 
the fourteenth year, eight per cent. ; 
for the fifteenth year, nine per cent. ; 
for the sixteenth year, ten per cent.; 
for the seventeenth year, eleven per 
cent.; for the eighteenth year, thirteen 
per cent.; for the nineteenth year, 
fifteen per cent., and for the twentieth 
year, a percentage sufficient to pay off 
such [said] bonds. The Secretary of 
the Board must compute and enter in 
a separate column the assessment 
book the respective sums,in dollars 
and cents, to be paid as an assessment 
upon the property therein enumerated. 
When collect, the assessment shall 
be paid into the district treasury, and 
shall constitate a special fund, to be 
called the ‘‘Bond Fund of —— Irriga- 
tion District.“ Incase of the neglect 
or refusal of the Board of Directors to 
cause such assessment and levy to be 
made as in this act provided, then the 
assessment of property made by the 
County Assessor and the Count 
Board of Equalization shall be adopted, 
and shall be the basis of assessment 
for the district, and the Board of 
County Commissioners of the county 
in which the office of. the Board of 
Directors is situated shall cause an

Sec. 24. On or before the first day 
of November the Secretary must de- 
liver the assessment book to the Col- 
lector of the district who shall, withio 
twenty days, publish a notice in a 
newspaper published in each of the 
counties comprising the district, if 
there be lands situated in more than 
one county in such district (if there be 
any newspaper published therein, and 
if not, then by posting notices as here- 
inbefore provided), that said assess- 
ments are due and payaple, and will 
become delinquent at six o’clock r. u. 
on the last Monday of December 
next thereafter; and that unless 
paid prior thereto, ten per cent. 
will be added to the amodMt there- 
of, and also the time and 
place at which payments of assess- 
ments may be made. The notice shall 


may designate, in writing, to the 
Collector, prior to the sale, what 
portion of the property he wishes 
sold, if leas than the whole; dut 
ifthe owner or possessor does not, 
then the Collector may designate it, 
and the person who will take-the least 
quantity of land, or in case an undi- 
vided interest is assessed, then the 
smallest portion of the interest, and 
pay the assessment and costs due, in- 
cluding one dollar for the publication 
of each name and two dollars to the 
Collector for the duplicate certificate 
of sale, is the purchaser. If the pur- 
chaser does not pay the assessments 
and costs before ten o’clock a. M. the 
following day, the property, on the 
next sale day, must be re-suld for the 
assessments and costs. But in case 
there is no purchaser, in good faith, 
for the same on the first day that the 
property is offered for sale, then, when 
the property is offered théreafter for 
sale, and there is no purchaser in good 
faith for the same, the whole amount 
of the properly assessed shall be 
struck off to the irrigation district 
within which such lands are situated 
as the purchaser, and the duplicate 
certificate delivered tothe Treasurer 
of the district and filed by bim in his 
office. No charge shall made for 
the duplicate certificate where the dis- 
trict is the purchaser, and, in such 
case, the Collector shall make an 
entry, Sold to the district,” and he 
shall be credited with the amount 
thereof in his settlement, An irriga- 
tion district, as a purckaser at such 
sale, shall be entitled to the same 
rights as a private purchaser, and the 
title so acquired by the district, sub- 
ject to the right of redemption herein 
provided, may be conveyed by deed, 
executed and acknowledged by the 
President and Secretary of said Board; 
provided, that authority to so convey 
must be conferred by resolution of the 
Board entered on its minutes, fixing the 
price at which such sale may be made, 
and such conveyance shall not be 
made for a less sum than the reason- 
able market value of such property. 
After receiving the amount of assess- 
ments and costs, the Collector must 
make out in duplicate a certificate, 
dated on the dav of sale, stating (when 
known) the names of the person as- 
sessed, a description of the lands sold, 
the amount paid therefor, that it was 
sold for assessments, giving the 
amount and year of the assessment, 
and specifying the time when the 
purchaser will be entitled toa deed. 
The certificate must be signed by the 
Collector, and one copy delivered to 
to the purchaser and the other filed 
in the office of the County Recorder 
of the county in which the land is 
situated. 

Sec. 28. The Collector, before de- 
livering any certificate, must in a book 
enter a description of the land sold, 
corresponding with the description in 
the certificate, the date of the sale, 
purchasers’ names, and amounts paid, 
regularly number [numbered], tue de- 
scription on the margin of the book, 
and puta corresponding number on 
each certificate. Such book must be 
open to public inspection, without fee, 
during office hours when not in actaal 
use. On filing the certificate with 
such County Recorder, the lien of the 
assessments vests in the purchaser, 
and is only divested by the payment 
to him, or to the Coliector for his use, 
of the purchase money, and two per 
cent per month from the day of the 
sale until redemption. 

Section 29. Redemption of the 
property sold may be made by 
the owner, or party in interest, 
within six months from the day of the 
purchase. Redemption must be made 
in lawful money of the United States, 
and when made to the Collector he 
must credit the amount paid to the 
person named in the certificate, and 
pay it on demand to the person or his 
assignees.
